Since West Texas saw fit to 
send us one of their dust storms a 
coupla weeks back, now is a good 
a tim e as any to talk about sinus. 
M ed ically speaking a sinus is a 
cavity within a bone, or a narrow 
passage w ay and there are m any 
sinuses in the body. 
How ever 
when a person savs he has sinus 
trouble he doesn't have to draw 
pictures before you figure out he 
has a plugged head. Usually they 
are talking about the accessory 
sinuses of the nose. These are 
located behind each side of the 
brow, behind each cheek bone, 
behind the nose, and 
beneath 
each side of the bridge of the 
nose. 
The sinuses 
are 
lined 
with 
mucous m em brane much like the 
nose. On this m em brane there 
a re 
n um erous 
fin g e rlik e 
projections called 
cilia. 
These 
cilia act kinda like a broom in 
that they sweep out any foreign 
m atter that gets in there. When 
the sinus openings in the nose get 
plugged up you get pressure and 
that causes the headaches and 
batoon headed feeling. 
R eally there ain't a whole lot of 
difference in the treatm ent of a 
common cold and sinusitis, 
lf 
nose drops are used they should 
be adm inistered with the patient 
layin g 
dow n, 
w ith 
the 
chin 
pointed at the ceiling. That w ay 
the drops go into the sinuses 
instead 
of 
running 
down 
the 
throat. 
' 
There are a lot of decongestant- 
anthistam ine products available, 
without a prescription, for use in 
the treatm ent of sinusitis. One of 
my favorites is a product called 
Synaban. It is not any better than 
any of the rest of them , just 
cheaper. M y big gripe is that 
none of these products out in 
enough pain reliever to take care

Stretch Tax Dollars 
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McKinney Eases 
('ast Plano 2-1 


With today’s higher prices, the gasoline 
shortage, and the general “ squeeze” on 
the American dollar, many Texas citizens 
are find they are having to “ tighten their 
belts” in the area of outside-the-home 
recreation activities. But in the City of 
Plano this is not necessarily so. 
Through joint efforts of the City of Plano 
Parks and Recreation Department and the 
Plano Independent School District, the 
Community-School Recreation Program 
offers 
the 
citizens 
of 
Plano 
varied 
recreational and athletic programs. Many 
of the activities offered are within short 
distances of neighborhoods situated near 
the schools. 
The community School Recreation 
Program was initiated in Plano in 1971 
after City and School officials visited the 
City of Flint, Michigan where the concept 
had been in use for approximately 35 
years. In Flint, the Plano representatives 
learned that municipalities and school 
bodies could 
function 
together 
by 
providing community education centers 
by day and recreation centers by night. 
Naturally some adjustments had to be 
made to fit Plano’s individual needs, the

main difference being in the way in which 
the program was supported and financed. 
In Flint, the Mott Foundation, a philan­ 
thropic organization created to aid and 
promote Community 
School 
Program 
donates $5,000,000 a year to finance the 
program. In Plano, no ready-cash was 
available for such a venture, therefore 
class fees were assigned. The fees paid are 
determined by the charge for an instructor 
for a minimum class enrollment. Fees 
remitted by the participants make the 
classes operate on a break even basis. 
In 
1971 
two 
schools. 
Meadows 
Elementary School in eastern Plano and 
Sigler Elementary School on Plano’s west 
side, were chosen for the pilot program. 
By day the schools served as elementary 
schools, and by night were operated as 
recreation centers, where recreation 
classes were taught, where clubs and 
organizations held meetings and where 
city 
organized 
sports 
teams 
held 
workouts. 
Two Community School Directors, 
whose salaries were shared by the City 
and School, were hired to conduct physical 
education classes during the day and

oversee recreation activities in the ai 
ternoon and evening. 
Four hundred and twenty three Plano 
residents enrolled in the 28 classes that 
were offered in the first Community 
School Program’s session that fall In the 
fall of 1973, the figure of participants had 
more than doubled, with classes filled in 
all age groups and ranging from Pre 
School Dance to a class in Hatha Yoga. 
This year, the Department has added an 
additional Community School, 
Davis 
Elementary, and is offering an even more 
extensive recreation program with 83 
classes, including classes in Crochet, 
Quilting, and a new class in Swimnastics, 
an aquatic exercise class. 
Registration for the Spring session 
began February 25 and will continue 
through March, with all classes requiring 
advance registration in person. 
Most 
classes have a maximum and minimum 
registration limit, and will be tilled on a 
first come, first serve basis. 
Classes will be held at the Recreation 
Center, the Sigler. Meadows and Davis 
Community Schools, Cox Gym, the Plano 
Natatorium, Plano High School and the 
Tee-ToGreen Golf range on North Central 
Expressway.

Plano to Expand 
Public Facilities 


F uture plans for the City of Plano can be sum m arized in just two 
w ords-expansion and im provem ent. Though 1973 proved to be highly 
successful, this year prom ises to add even m ore m odern and 
necessary expansions and im provem ents. 
First on the docket of new item s for 74 is the Plano Police and 
Courts Building, to be com pleted a t 14th Street and Avenue H 
in 
August. The new structure will m ake it possible for the Police 
D epartm ent and M unicipal Court to move operations from City Hall 
into larger, m ore m odern offices. With the rem oval of the Police 
D epartm ent, space will be available in City Hall for expansion of the 


Tax and Finance D epartm ents and City S ecretary s office. 
The P ark s and R ecreation D epartm ent will also relocate in May 
when a new building is set up at Conner H arrington Park. The P lan ­ 
ning and Engineering D epartm ent, now situated in City Hall, will also 
move into new quarters, leaving even m ore space for growing 


m unicipal offices. 
Im provem ents that w ill directly affect P lano citizens w ill also prove 
im m ensely valuable for the city. Construction will soon begin on an 
expansion to the sewer treatm ent plant The addition will be m ade at a 
cost of $3 million, the largest contract ever let by the City of Plano. 
Seventy five percent of the funding for the expansion is m ade possible 


by a federal grant 
The Custer Road Pum p Station, which will provide am ple w ater 
. supplies to w est Plano, will be com pleted in 1974 a t a cost of m ore than 
$500,000. The city also plans to spend $1 million in capital im ­ 
provem ent fun ' 
for street and park im provem ents. 
Keeping up with Plano’s rapid growth and providing satisfactory 


service to its citizens are the goals of all city em ployees. Plano is the 
fastest growing city in the state. Despite the problem s that such 
phenom enal grow th brings, the City of Plano strives to be responsive 


and progressive in its approach to m unicipal services. 


Local golfers will find it easier to play their 
favorite sport close to home when P lano’s new 18- 
hole m unicipal golf course opens this year. Con­ 


struction

clubhouse for the course and builders hope to have 
the entire course finished later on this year.

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Policemen and Municipal Court Officials will have a new home in August when the 
Plano Police and Courts Building is completed. The new structure, located at 14th 
Street and Avenue IL will house the two departments in more modern and spacious 


facilities. 


The Custer Rt^d Pump Station, designed to provide ample water supplies to residents 
in west Plano, is presently under construction and is expected to be finished later this 
year. The station is being built at a cost of more than $500,000 and will greatly increase 


efficiency in the Water Department.

Joint City-School Use Saves Money 


Saving tax dollars is a major concern of both the City of Plano and the Plano In­ 
dependent School District. With that in mind, the two bodies entered into several joint 
City-School ventures in 1973. 
The most im portant City-School accomplishment of 1973 was the opening of Plano s 


Community N atatorium -a covered swimming pool which provides year-round 
swimming enjoyment for Plano residents. 
During the daytime hours of the school year, Plano High School physical education 
students and swim team use the pool, while at night and during the sum m er, the pool is 
open to the public. The Natatorium exemplifies the mutual benefits gajned from a joint 


City-School operation. 
Schools in the district offer another chance tor the City and PISD to join hands. Used 
for regular school classes during the day, the Plano Parks and Recreation Department 
sponsors a number of leisure-time classes at the “community schools’ at night. 


Gymnasiums of local school buildings are used by PARD for its varied sports 


programs. 
Joint City-School projects also include the construction of tennis courts on school 
campuses. The PISD builds the courts on school grounds and the city pays for lighting 
them. This arrangem ent allows for school use during the day and for public use at 
night. Courts are now existing on the Plano High School campus and will soon be 
finished at Bowman and Wilson Jr. Highs. 
Outside of individual staff contact, mem bers of the City Council and School Board 
meet on a regular basis at one of the district schools. This allows the governing bodies 
to discuss the mutual problems and prospects of joint City-School arrangem ents. 
The cooperation and joint use enjoyed by Plano and its schools is a rarity in most 
cities. Plano is proud of the efforts made in this direction and hopes to expand 
wherever possible in order to “use the sam e tax dollars twice. ” 


Members of the Plano City Council and Plano Independent School District board oi 
Trustees meet together regularly to discuss possible joint City-School projects. 


The joint use achieved by the two bodies has proved extrem ely successful. The 


cooperation Deiween me two groups has been described as a “rarity” and the I ity 
Council and School Board hope to expand their joint use of facilities in any ways 


possible in the future.

Processes Zoning 


Urban 


With construction and construction planning constantly on the move in Plano, the Planning and 
Fngineering Department works continuously to keep the development orderly in the city. The 
department is the administrative arm of the Planning and Zoning Commission and works closely 
with that group on Plano’s many zoning cases. In addition, the Department provides the engineering 
and inspection of the City’s Capital Improvement Programs. 


Plano Builds More Houses 


Handling all of the administrative work for the Planning and Zoning 
Commission is one of the jobs of the eight-member Planning and 
Engineering staff. During 1973, the staff processed 39 zoning cases 
while the P&Z Commission acted upon 36 zoning cases. These con­ 
stituted consideration of zoning or change of zoning on approximately 
2,700 acres within the Plano city limits. 
Along with the zoning cases, 513 acres of land were annexed into the 
City of Plano. Approximately 900 acres were exchanged with the City 
of Richardson when the southern boundary of Plano was adjusted to 
conform with the proposed Loop 9. 
Another major project of 1973 in the Planning and Engineering 
Department, in connection with the Public Works Department, was 
the inspection of 60 miles of sanitary sewer lines by the use of smoke 
testing and television inspection. Major paving and drainage projects 
were also undertaken on several city streets. 
Traffic signals were installed at State Highway Five (Avenue Kt 
and Dallas North Parkway. FM 544 and Avenue P, FM 544 and Avenue 
G. and FM 544 and Custer Road. Signalization is under contract for the 
intersections of Highway Five and Parker Road and V M 544 and 
Jupiter Road. 
A major project confronting the Planning and Engineering 
Department for 1974 is removal of offices from the Municipal Building 
to larger quarters. This move should provide additional room so that 
several new’ employees can be added to carry on the work of the 
department. 


Development Climbs High 


PSE Department 


Under the supervision of the Chief Building 
Official, Plano’s eight-member Code Enforcement 
staff supervised and inspected $56 million worth of 
work in 1973 Included in that total were 1,497 
single family residences and 18 retail structures. 
Planoearned area wide recognition by being the 
only city in the Metroplex to build more houses in 
1973 than in 1972. Plano constructed more homes 
last year than did the city of Fort Worth. 
The main job of the Code Enforcement depart­ 
ment is to protect the health, safety and welfare of 


the Plano public. With Plano’s rapidly growing 
population, the task is not small, and the Code 
Enforcement staff must perform 12 separate in­ 
spections on each structure built in the city. 


Among the ordinances enforced in an inspection 
are the zoning, sign, fence, sidewalk and swim­ 
ming pool codes, and also the building, electrical, 
heating, air and plumbing regulations. Besides 
these on-site inspections, building plans for each 
construction are also reviewed. 


Besides reviewing building plans for all structures 
in Plano, members of the Code Enforcement 
department perform 12 separate inspections on 
every house in the city. That department super­ 


vised and inspected $56 million worth of work in 
1973. Plano was the only city in the metroplex that 
built more houses last year than in 1972. 


Discussing building plans w ith local residents is one aspect of the work 
of the Planning and Engineering Department. The department spends 
most of its work day with the administrative duties connected with the 
Planning and Zoning Commission. The planning staff processed 39 
zoning cases for the P&Z Commission in 1973. 


Council, Manager 
Direct City Gov t. 


Plano ope rates under the Council-Manager type of city government, 
adopted by charter in 1961. The Council-Manager plan originated in 
1908 and is i form of municipal government drawn from present day 
business practice in which the Council sits as a board of directors. 
In this go em inent form, the City Council plays the role of a policy- 
determining body which hires a City M anager-a technical expert who 
is placed in charge of every phase of municipal administration. 
Five Council Members and a Mayor are elected for two-year 
terms by th » voters. The Council is Plano’s law-making body, passing 
necessary < rdinances and resolutions. The Council also selects the 
City Manager. The Mayor presides over the Council at its bi-monthly 
meetings a id a d s as the city’s ceremonial head. 


The City Secretary is responsible for the safekeeping of all the of­ 
ficial recoris of the city and the City Seal. In addition, the City 
Secretary’ attends all Council meetings to make accurate minutes of 
the Council proceedings. 


Plano’s City Council meets each second and fourth Monday of the 
month at 7: 50 p.m. in the Municipal Building. Citizens are encouraged 
to attend these meetings.

Special projects during the year included overlaying seven streets 
with asphalt, installing approximately 500 street signs and 50 stop 
signs, placing street “buttons” at numerous crosswalks throughout 
Plano, putting in rumble strips in several city alleyways, and working 
with the Parks Department on a beautification program -putting in 


trees in median strips. 
New equipment for the Streets Division promises to make upcoming 
tasks easier and more successful. Among the new equipment is a sign- 
making machine which will be used to m anufacture ail Plano s traffic 
control signs and street signs. A sand spreader, which helped with icy 
weatheh in January, street sweeper, 12-yard dump truck and steel 
wheel roller are other pieces of equipment purchased for the Streets 


Division.

Police Update Department 
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The new lncoterm computer system helps Plano 
Police dispatch and receive information faster and 
more efficiently. The system was added in October 
of 1973 and has since proved to be enormously 


helpful in the department. Incoterm puts 0 1 1 164 
lines per minute, giving both a printed readou I and 


a visual readout. 


Constantly striving to update and improve its 
services, the Plano Police Department recorded a 
productive year in 1973. A major addition to the

was 
a 
new 
high-speed 
landline 
communications system called Incoterm. The new 
system gives increased speed in transmitting and 
receiving m essages and is tied to the State and 


Federal Crime Computer Banks. 
Also made possible in 1973, was an independent 
management study of the department. 
The 
management firm is now in the process of 
studying police operations to see if they can be 
updated or made more efficient. The Criminal 


Justice Council provided a grant for partial fun­ 


ding of the study. 


Besides the Criminal Investigation and Patrol 
Divisions a new Service Division was creat 'd last 
year.

munications, personnel, the planning of training 


programs and budgeting. 


CID investigated 2,353 cases last year and made 
1,218 arrests. The Patrol Division participi ted in 
the new Fatal Accident Reduction Enforcement 
Program, recording 877 traffic accidents, 142 in­ 


juries and no traffic fatalities. 


Traffic control in a “city on the grow” such as Plano is no small 
task, but efficient Patrol Division of the local police department 
handles the increased congestion well. To further increase the ef­ 
ficiency of the entire department, a management study is now in 
progress to analyze all facets of the Plano Police Department.

Public Work'' is the largest department within the City of 


Plano, with 53 employees and 59 pieces of equipment The 
department is divided into several divisions which include 
streets, (see page 13). sanitation, water, sewer and the 


municipal garage. 
The major 1973 event in the Sanitation Division of Public 
W orks was the beginning of a test program using plastic bags 
for trash pick-up in west Plano. The program proved so suc­ 
cessful, that it was begun citywide March I of this year. The 
division also went on a four-day work week in 1973 and handled 
the increase in population without adding any additional 
equipment. 
Water Division workers began the big task of replacing all old 


and worn out fire hydrants in Plano last year The replacement 
program is still going on and will continue until all fire hydrants 
in the city are up to date. It is in this division that tests for 
pollution are done on all industry and creek waters. 
With the purchase of high velocity sewer cleaning machines, 
the Sewer Division began 
a 
program 
of cleaning all 
■troublesome” lines in 1973. More than 60 miles of sewer lines 
were cleaned while IO deteriorated lines were completely 
replaced An infiltration study was done in east Plano by using 
new television equipment. Smoke testing was also done in 
several areas to check for leaks. 
Ail maintenance and repair of city vehicles are done at the 
municipal garage. More than 200 pieces of equipment were run 
through the garage in each month of 1973. This year, a four-bay 
building w hich will include a wash rack and three repair bays is 
being added at the City Service Center. 


Keeping Plano beautiful m ay prove to be an easier task now. A 


program of using palstic disposable bags instead of traditional 


trash cans went into effect c ity w id e .March I. A pilot program was 


conducted in October and Novem ber of 1973 and proved to be so 


popular and successful, that the new system was adopted for the 


entire city.

The PU no Fire Department doubled its effectiveness in 1973 with the addition of the new No. 2 
Westside Fire Station. The new station now enables the firemen to give better protection to 
residents on the west side of Plano while it also provides more men and equipment for the entire 


city. 
With ti e new station cam e the purchase of a new booster, pumper and ambulance. Twenty-one 
new firei ten were added to the department, along with three full-time dispatchers and an all new 
radio communications system. 


Plano is unique among Texas cities in providing a 
free ambulance service which is operated by the Fire 
Department. Personnel are highly trained in rescue 
and firs aid techniques. With the opening of Plano’s 
hospital emergency medical services in Plano w ill be 
improved significantly by reducing the travel time to 
em ergercy medical care. 
Fire < alls numbered 632 last year while 866 am ­ 
bulance calls were answered. According to the Plano 
fire chn f, losses due to fire amounted to less in 1973 
than in the previous year. 
Two i ew offices were created and filled last y ear- 
Assistant Chief and Training Officer. The Assistant 
Chief ht Ips the Fire Chief with his numerous duties and 
the Tra ning Officer has the responsibility of training 
all rookies and giving “refresher” training to veteran 
officers 
Train ng is one of the most im portant aspects of the 
Plano I ire Department. Each man must stay up to 
date or modern fire-fighting and rescue techniques. 
In 1973 each rookie received 325 hours of classroom 
and practical instruction. Both veterans and rookies 
also att mded sem inars and one-day schools to improve 
their j< b skills. 
Instruction included the Emergency Care Attendant 
School, held in Plano; Emergency Medical Technician 
School, held at Richardson General Hospital; Mesquite 
school for the rescue and removal of trapped auto 
accidei t victims; and a simulated fire-fighting school 
at the iichardson Training Field.

The City of Plano Tax Department is perhaps 
one of the busiest places in City Hall. In 1973, the 
tax office processed 12,657 accounts for the city, 
representing a 24 percent increase in accounts 
over 1972. More than 1500 new residences were 
added to the tax roll along with several new 
subdivisions. 


The assessed value of the city's tax roll also 
increased last year by 21 percent and totaled 
$209,952,565. A program was instituted to collect 
delinquent accounts through legal process and 
more than $22,000 was collected as compared to 


only $5,000 the year before. 
Duties of the Tax Department are numerous and 
varied and include discovering and assessing 
taxable 
property, 
preparing 
individual 


assessm ent cards, making changes of ownership 
from deeds filed for record, and preparing tax 
statements, rolls and certificates. 


Because of the rapid growth of Plano, the 
procedure for preparing tax statements was 
changed from an NCR system to an IBM com­ 
puterized system. The tax roll was printed by 
computer and statements were prepared on data 


processing cards. 
In an effort to maintain market value in tax 
office records, reappraisals of land will be made in 
1974. Values of land will be updated and in 1975, 
values of improvements will be updated. A three- 
year cycle to maintain market value of property 
will assure Plano an equal, uniform, realistic tax 


base. 


The chart at left gives a comparison of taxes paid by 
residents of Plano, Garland, Dallas and Richardson. 
By quickly skimming the chart, it is apparent that 
citizens of Plano pay far less taxes than many of the 
surrounding cities. Plano residents pay almost $100 
less than the next lowest city on the chart, and pay well 
over $200 less than citizens in nearby Richardson. The 
City of Plano is proud of its low, low tax rate. Though 
Planoites pay less taxes than many of the neighboring 
towns, the City of Plano maintains itself as one of the 
most up to date and fastest growing cities in Texas.

Traffic Fatalities 
Drop to Zero in '73 


In 1973, for the first time in many years, Plano recorded no traffic fatalities 
for the entire year. The city is one of few in the state, or even in the nation, to 
achieve a record of zero deaths by traffic accidents for one year. 
One possible factor in the reduction of traffic deaths last year was the 
creation of the office of Traffic Safety Coordinator. Funding for this program is 
provided by a grant from the governor’s office, and Plano was the first Texas 
city to receive such a grant. 
Through the office of the Traffic Safety Coordinator, who also serves as 
Assistant City M anager, several new program s were introduced including the 
Selective Traffic Enforcement Program . The Plano Police Department 
analyzed accident records for the past three years, and when high frequency 
areas were established, the department intensified its patrol activities in these 
areas, enforcing traffic laws and reducing the number of accidents. 


Traffic safety was the aim of the Selective Traffic Enforcement Program last year when 
Plano becam e the first city in Texas to employ a traffic safety coordinator. Through the efforts 
of the Plano Police Department, the new traffic safety program successfully eliminated traffic 
deaths for the first time in many years. 


New radar equipment was purchased by the city ii an 
effort to further improve the traffic safety techniques 
in Plano. The new equipment will be used in the 
Selective Traffic Enforcement Program which at­ 
tempts to cut dow n the number of traffic deaths in the 
city. The program was made possible through a 
governor’s office grant from the State of Texas.

month. Calculating tax 
figures (right) for fast-growing 
Plano proves to be a big task. 
Last year, almost $2 million 
dollars was spent for general 
city government operation. Well 
over twice that amount was 
received into the city as income 
from property taxes, water ^ad 
sewer services, etc. 


Aside from city taxes, income from the sale of water and sewer services in 1973 
proved again to add more revenue than any other single area in the city. The Water 
Billing Departm ent now has more than 8000 accounts and approximately 125 new 
accounts are added each month. 
Besides being responsible for tile water and sewer funds, the Plano Finance 
Department also covers accounting, payroll and purchasing. 
Operational funds of the city include the General Fund and the W ater and Sewer 
Fund. Capital Improvements funds, provided by the sale of bonds as authorized by the 
voters in bond elections, pay for special improvements in Plano. 
Last year was marked by a number of voter-approved bond sales. Needed im­ 
provements in the water and sewer systems were made possible by $2,275,000 in 
revenue bonds. These bonds will be repaid by revenue earned from water sales and 
sewer service charges. 
Also in 1973, bonds totaling $1,250,000 were sold for street improvements, purchase 
and improvement of park land, and partial funding for the construction of the new 
Westside Fire Station and Police and Courts building. 


The City of Plano received $138,492 in Federal Revenue Sharing Funds last year. 
Approximately $65,000 was spent for capital equipment items in the General Fund 
budget while another $45,500 was used for the construction of the new fire station. The 
balance will be used for construction costs for a new Parks and Recreation building to 
be built in Harrington Park.

Traffic Cases 
Heard in Court 


The Plano Municipal Court is responsible for hearing and 
processing all traffic violations, ordinance and fire code 
violations and Class C misdemeanors. Last year, more than 
3,000 cases were heard. 


Other duties of the Court include holding arraignments for 
Class A and B misdemeanors and felonies transferred to the 
County and District Courts. Last year, 300 of these type cases 
were heard. Municipal Court officials also issue search 
warrants and hold inquests. 
The City Attorney, besides being present at all City Council 
meetings to advise and consult with the council in legal matters, 
attends each session of the Municipal Court as the city’s 
prosecutor.

Tremendous growth in activity participation aswell as in facilities characterized the 
Parks and Recreation Department in 1973. Because people and their leisure time are 
the main concerns of the departm ent, an effort was made to provide variety actK dies 
that would influence participation by all age groups. 
Park improvement and additions were especially successful last year As a result of 
a 50-50 venture between the city and the U.S. Department of Housing and I rban 
Development, a 21-acre tract of land was developed into Willowcreek Park, near 
Bowman Jr. High. Hike and bike trails, a footbridge, picnic areas and a playground 
completed just one phase of the park s development 
Renovations and improvements at Haggard Park in central Plano added a lake and 
lighted fountain rings. This landmark city park underwent extensive remodeling. 
The highlight of 1973 was the opening of the Community Natatorium on the I lano 
High School campus. In the spring, the City of Plano Swimmers team (COF S' was

In community school fall classes, the recreation program included 565 participants 
in more than 80 classes ranging from art to yoga. Flag football had six teams w'lth 120 


players in 30 games. 
Winter classes had 532 participants including 16 basketball teams. Plano hosted the 
Boys’ Church Regional basketball tournament with teams from Richardson, Irving, 
Sherman, Lancaster and Plano participating. 
The spring program began in March with a record 704 participants with an additional 
317 in volleyball leagues. Softball, one of Plano’s most popular PARD sports, num 
bered more than 400 players and a total of 358 games. 
The summer playground and gym program consisted of Parks and Recreation using 
school buildings and playgrounds. Planned programs for children were scheduled 
from 9 a m. to 12 noon and supervised free play for all ages was held in the gyms at 


night. 
Response to the recreation programs has continued to increase and an even bigger 
year is expected in 1974. PARD officials plan to continue in their effort to provide 


something for everyone in Plano. 
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
